Brcnnan Sentenced to Be Hanged on Jan- 
uary ig. 

Babbie, Oct. 31. — Brennan, who snot 
banker Strathy, was found guilty at the 
second trial.

Beui.lv, Oct. 31, —Throughout the 
week all Germany has been awaiting 
further indiscretions upon the part of 
Prince Bismarck's organ, Tho Ham- 
burger. The correspondent here of the 
Associated Press learns, upon excellent 
authority, that additional revelations 
will shortly appear regarding the past 
and present relations between Germany 
nnd the allied powers as w?U iib Russia 
and Great Britain unless tho govern- 
ment directly interferes and prevents 
it. Tho betrayal of tho Russo- 
German treaty has created intense 
excitement in political circles, especially 
among the members of tho reichstag and 
bundesrath, and unless official explicit 
explanations of the inside facts are 
given the governmentwill be questioned 
in the reichstag shortly by the Centre, 
backed by the Socialists and Liberals on 
the plea that unless the government ex- 
plains tho matter the faith of her allies 
in her sincerity will be seriously shaken. 

Emperor William is known to be ex- 
treme!" indignant at the article in the 
Haniburger-Nachrichten, and the inter- 
view with a German statesman published 
in tho Vienna Neu Freie Presse, dated 
Hamburg, shows that the government 
seriously meditate taking criminal pro- 
ceedings against the author of the arti- 
cle, under the paragraph of the criminal 
code, dealing with state secrets. It 
is stated that an inquiry shows Count 
Herbert Bismarck was the responsible 
party and not his fattier, who replied to 
the official inquiries that he personally 
had no hand in the matter. At a special 
meeting of the Staata rath on Thursday 
the proposed prosecution was discussed", 
but no decision was reached. The whole 
matter is regarded by the government 
as being of the utmost importance and 
as jeopardizing the continuance of tl.e 
dreibund. 

Both on Wednesday and Thursday the 
chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, "had 
lengthy interviews with Baron Szve- 
chenzd and frankly stated the attitude 
of Germany towards her allies 
and the other power?. The Austrian 
ambassador is reported to have been sa- 
tisfied a* the loyalty of the present gov- 
ernment. Prince Hohenlohe and Baron 
Marschall von Bieberstein, minister of 
foreign affairs, had a conference on the 
same subject to-day with Emperor Wil- 
liam. 

Italy has been more or less ignored in 
the present matter, as it appears to be 
recognized that Italy, while she nomin- 
ally adheres to the dreibund, seeks an 
entente and closer commercial relations 
with France. The entire German press 
has devoted more space to these revela- 
tions than to any topic for several years 
oast. The Centrist and Liberal press 
have plainly charged the government 
with duplicity and disloyalty to its al- 
lies. 

An understanding has been reached 
between Germany and Austria to cease 
the payment of sugar export bounties if 
the simultaneous adhesion of France 
can bo secured, as appears to be likely. 

The Emperor and Empress to-day at- 
tended the christening at Potsdam, ot 
the infant child of Prince and Princess 
Charles of HohenzoMern. 

During his recent visit to the Krupp 
works at Essen, the Emperor William ia 
reported to have said : " God forbid that 
war should come, but there is a feeling 
of safety in seeing such excellent war 
material." 

The French trans-Atlantic Steamship 
Company has notified the German com- 
panies that it is willing to join in a pool 
to raise the passenger rates to America, 
and a big increase will be shortly en- 
forced. 

Tho management of the Bayreuth 
festspiels has resolved to repeat it next 
year. 

Veterinary Professor Eggeling, who 
returned here some time ago from Am- 
erica, has reported against tho claim of 
Mr. Itobert Kneebee, the American 
loraeman, that his mare on the Dakota 
stud farm is the genuine Bethel which 
is claimed to have been entered in races 
here under the name of Nellie Kleebee.

Numerous Important Districts Com- 
pletely Submerg-etl— Inhabitants 
Imprisoned in Their Houses. 



Roads and Railways Washed Away 
— The Greatest Consternation 
Prevailing' Everywhere. 


Paris, Oct. 31, — The floodsare increas- 
ing, the river Seine is rising, all the 
dykes erected on the banks are sub- 
merged and the river Rhone, at Beau- 
caire, is at the highest point ever known, 
All the gates of the town are closed and 
have been strengthened by enormous 
crossbeams. At Vallebrecque and Comps, 
scores of families are imprisoned. Lad- 
ders are attached to a window of each 
house and at the bottom the ladders are 
weighted down with stones. In this 
manner food ia transferred from 
boats to the imprisoned inhabitants. 
In many of the riverside vil- 
lages, the postmen are delivering the 
mail from boats and at Boutbon the 
Hood was so severe that all the inhabit- 
ants fled from the place. The rains con- 
tinue and the situation is alarming. At 
Rive de Giera the rivers Janon and 
Giers are Hooding and the river Beys- 
souze has overflown. In the north and 
east parts of Bourgerhessa the inhabit- 
ants of the neighborhood have aban- 
doned their homes, which are now sur- 
rounded by an immense lake. The 
rivers Ain and Saone have also over- 
flowed and tho villages and country 
about them are inundated, the roads and 
railways are washed away and tho in- 
habitants are in a state of consterna- 
tion. Great anxiety is felt concerning 
the condition of affaire at Avignon, the 
lower portions of which have been Hood- 
ed. The valleys of Ardeehe have been 
inundated by the torrential rain. The 
upper districts of Cevennes have also 
suffered great damage. A part of Aus- 
erre has been inundated and food has to 
be taken to the inhabitants from outside 
districts in boats. Numerous smaller 
towns in Southern France report more 
or less extensive floods and loss of pro- 
perty. 

DISTRESS IN LABRADOR. 

Will Be Increased Because of the Drop in 
Fish in the Portuguese 
Mark;t. 

St. John's, Nffld., Oct. 31.— The dis- 
tress among tho Labrador and New- 
foundland fishermen must ho increased 
because of the drop in the colony's fish 
in the Portuguese markets, it having 
dropped GO to 70 cents per cwt., in the 
past three days. This is the best for- 
eign market Newfound land has and local 
prices must fall in consequence, there- 
by depriving them of the means of pro- 
viding food for the winter to the same 
extent. 

The government expects to have heavy 
claims for relief during the next four 
months owing to this, because the fish- 
ermen must dispose of their catclien 
during November before navigation 
closes.

Efforts to Promote a More Friendly 
Feeling— The Bismarck 
Revelations. 



Kins' Humbert Slighted by the 
Church— Olympic Games to 
Be Perpetuated. 



Londox-, Oct. 31,— As a first result of 
the efforts of a number of influential 
commercial men nnd politicians on both 
sides of the channel to promote a better 
feeling between France and Great 
Britain through a commercial rap- 
prochement, the Lord Mayor-elect of 
London, .Mr. George T. Phillips, intends 
to invito the mayors of thirty of 
the principal towns in France to 
rttend a grand banquet at the Mansion 
house with the mayors of the principal 
towns of Great Britain. Already several 
of tho French mayors have signified that 
they will accept the invitation, among 
them being M, Baudien, president of the 
municipal council, of Paris, and tl e 
mayors of Bourdcaux, Marseilles and 
Lille. 

General Forester-Wilkea and a select 
committee of the war department offi- 
cials have been conducting a series of 
experiments with theZalinsky dynamite 
un at Milfordhaven. An old" tug which 
had been used as a target, was allowed 
to drift off tho harbor and seventeen 
rounds were fired at her at a distance of 
about 3,500 yards but only one shot hit 
the tug and the gun therefore was con- 
sidered a failure. 

lit. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, secre- 
tary ol state for the colonies was elected 
to-day lord rector of Glasgow Univer- 
sity. 

The English newspapers have been 
commenting most cheerfully upon the 
Bismarck revelations in the Hamburger. 
Prince Bismarck is abused all round. 

The Speaker says: " Prince Bis- 
marck's last net is in harmony with his 
general character, Rather than lose a 
chance of striking those who supplanted 
him he would shatter the fabrie of the 
German empire. He has shown that 
the empire while he was in power was 
guilty of the most heinous treason as an 
ally. There never was a more colossal 
piece of perfidy." 

The fetes in honor of the marriage of 
the Crown Prince of Italy and the Prin- 
cess Ilelene of Montenegro are over. It 
appears that in spite of previous dis- 
patches from Rome to the contrary, 
when King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
garet entered the church of Santa Maria 
degli Angeli, where the marriage cere- 
mony was performed, they found that no 
preparations for their reception had been 
made and they bad to sit in the body 
of tho church, Mgr. Pis'sidelli, who 
officiated, upon being asked for an ex- 
planation, said the details had been ar- 
ranged by the Pope, " who considered 
that their Majesties would be no part of 
the ceremonial," The astonishment of 
the King and Queen of Italy and the 
anger of the court were increased ten- 
fold when the usual prayer for royalty 
was omitted, and it is said a long time 
will elapse before the commotion thus 
caused subsides. 

Advices received here from Athena 
state that' the Greek government will 
introduce a bill during the coming ses- 
sion of the bouie or legislative assembly 
of Greece, providing for quadrennial 
Olympic games in the Stadion. M. G. 
Averoff, a wealthy Greek merchant, who 
in part restored the Stadion for the 
games this year, has written the Crown 
Prince offering the sum of 3,500,000 
drachmas to reconstruct it in Pentilic 
Marble. 

Jeanne Nuola, an American singer, by 
desire of the Infanta E alalia, had been 
engaged for the winter season at the 
Mtid rid opera house, but the contract, 
she has been notified, has been cancelled 
owing to the feeling of Spain against the 
United States for the support that has- 
been given the insurgents in Cuba. The 
director of the opera house said : "If an 
American sang under the patronage of 
the court, it would lead to a demonstra- 
atration against the royal family." 

Cardinal Satolli. the former papal' 
delegate to the Roman Catholic church 
in the United States, has arrived in 
Rome. 

The international co-operative con- 
gress, which has just closed its Eeasion 
here elected Mrs. Nelson and James 
Rhodes to be the representatives of the 
United States on the central com- 
mittee in London.

{London Cable Letter copyrighted by A.P., 1S90 ) 
JLondon, Oct. SI.— The metropolis is 
greatly in com moiled by the cab strike. 
The drivers started tho system of boy- 
cotting the railroad stations which pro- 
duced scenes of confusion and exaspera- 
tion at different depots, where h tige piU s 
of baggage were set down by the road- 
way and crowds of indignant male 
and female Britons, hampered by 
hags, travelling rugs, packages, etc., 
were fretting, fuming, and in some cases 
" swearing," while pushing about in a 
moie or less helpless condition, engag- 
ing messengers, porters, and anybody at 
hand to help them out of their difficul- 
ties. In fact, tho muddle and trouble 
were ao ureat that tbe officials of the 
railroads have been compelled to apply 
for extra police protection. One feature 
of the cabbies' strike is the almost end- 
less number of prosecutions promised 
lor the future. The police have been 
busily engaged taking tbe numbers of 
all the cab drivers wbo refuse to enter 
the termini. 

INTERESTING DIVORCE SUIT, 

The so-called "smart set " are taking 
considerable interest in the suit for di- 
vorce brought by the Countess of Cowley, 
against the Karl, her husband, on tlie 
ground of desertion and adultery, the 
tirat bearing of which was postponed yes- 
terday until next session, owing to the 
defence not having had time enough to 
examine the deposition which has 
just arrived from Canada. The co- 
respondent in the case is Mrs. 
Oharrington. The affair recalls the 
fact that the Earl, while Viscount 
Dangan, was forced to heavily compen- 
sate Phyllis Broughton, the well known 
actiess," for breach of promise. Tho 
Dowager Countess Cowley, in Augusta 
year ago, wa9 sued by Mrs. Jacoby, the 
sister-in-law of James A. Jacoby, M.P., 
for slander, the plaintiff charging her 
with writing anonymous objectionable 
letters affecting the character of numer- 
ous persons of nigh social standing. Ttie 
case was timidly settled by both parties 
»wearing that they did not write the let- 
ter and did not know who did. 

IN THE FASHIONABLE SET, 

Society here is delighted at the en- 
gagement of the Marquia of Waterford 
to Lady Beatrice Butler, tho leading 
l>eauty bi the day, a daughter of the 
Marquis of Ormonde and niece of Lady 
Arthur Butler formerly of Chicago, a 
daughter tif General Anson Stager. 

Lord Ebury is about to sell Moor 
Park, Itickmanworth, to Mr. G. Oliver 
Belmont. Tlie original bouse was built 
in 1460 by George Seville, Archbishop 
of York, and was once occupied by 
Henry YTLT and Cardinal YVolseley. 
Tho present house was built at the end 
of the seventeenth century by the Duke 
of Monmouth, in Dutch style. Moor 
Park is notably beautiful. 

THE BOODLES CLCJS. 

Various paragraphs have appeared in 
the English society papers during the 
past few weeks in regard to the Boodles 
Club. A short time ago it was an- 
nounce! that the premises had been 
sold to the Royal Yacht Squadron, and 
that they would hereafter have the his- 
toric club house on St. James street as 
their town house. Another report is 
that the Royal Thames Club secured the 
Boodles. As a matter of fact, both re- 
ports are without foundation. The 
Boodles is one of tbe oldest and 
most exclusive English cluba, and 
among its six hundred members 
has some of the best known 
members of the aristocracy and wealthy 
land owners of Great Britain. It lias al- 
ways been a country gentleman's club, 
and until a few years ago, when the 
Duke of Beaufort bad a row with the 
committee, was the headquarters of the 
masters of the fox hounds throughout 
England. Lord Beaufort and several 
foxhunting friends withdrew, but during 
tlie past few years the younger element, 
composed mostlyof officers of the house- 
hold regiments, entered the club and it 
remains one of the smartest and moat 
comfortable in London. Tbe Boodles 
was founded in 1762 and has always been 
a proprietary club. Gibbon was among 
its members, and from this address 
he wrote some of his letters in 1777 and 
1 77-t. VVilberforcealso wrote that the first 
time he entered the Boodles he won 25 
guineas from the Duke of Norfolk. 
Thackeray described it and its famous 
bow windows, where the old bucks used 
to sun themselves and o^le tbe ladies as 
they drove up St. James street. For 
fifteen j-ears past the club lias been 
owned arid managed by Mish Cray nor, 
who inherited it from her father. She 
died last spring at the age of To, and the 
various reports regarding the club's 
future are doubtless due to her death. 

.MAS ON" II'. 

On December 1 the Prince of Wales 
will be nominated for election as Grand 
Master of the English Mark Master 
Masons. This will be the t welfth suc- 
cessive nomination with which ho has 
been honored. On the following even- 
ing the Prince will for tbe twenty-third 
consecutive year of the United Grand 
Lodge be nominated for election aB Most 
Worshipful Grand Master of the English 
Kree Masons. The respective elections 
will be held on March 2 and 3, 1897. 

ARTILLERY PRACTICE IN' THE SOLENT. 

The project to place the Solent under

KUSSIA.N RESERVES. 

Sudden Order for Their mobilization— Talk 
of a European Conference on 
Eastern Question. 

London, Oct. 31.— Tho Times despatch 
from Odessa reports that excitement has 
been caused there by the sudden mobil- 
ization for a fortnight of tho reserves of 
the Ismail and Danube regiments of tbe 
Russian army which were inspected yes- 
terday by the Commander-in-Chief of 
South Russia. This despatch also states 
that the town bank of Odessa has con- 
tracted to supply the Turkish govern- 
ment with 4,500 cavalry horses. 

A Constantinople despatch to the 
Daily News says that importance is 
attached to the reported imminent de- 
parture of M. do Nelidoff, Russian am- 
bassador for St. Petersburg. 

The Rome correspondent of tho 
Chronicle Bays: "Italy has demanded 
satisfaction of the Porte for the death of 
nineteen Italians who were killed in a 
conflict with tlie Kurds. The Italians 
were workingon the railway at Smyrna." 

The despatch also reports that the 
Secolo has advices from Constantinople 
that the Sultan is arming the Mussul- 
mans and that feverish anxiety prevails 
in military circles owing to the expecta- 
tion of an invasion, 

The Graphic this morning says that it 
is enabled to state on h igh authority that 
tbe Czar is taking back to St. Peters- 
burg a scheme to summon a European 
conference on the Eastern question, but 
believing that the chief burden of any 
course resolved upon may fall on Russia, 
he has decided to wait until the full con- 
sequences are reported upon by his min- 
isters of war and finance. The Czaralso 
desires to ho in a position to act alone, 
the Graphic says, in the event of the 
powers failing to agree. So far, how- 
ever, the negotiations have not reached 
tho point of giving a European mandate 
to Russia. 



DISCORDANT MUSICIANS. 

C. P. R. Ask Individual Telegraph IVen to 
State Their Grievances— Montreal 
Post Office Investigation. 

Montreal, Oct, 31 .—(Special)— W. J 
Birks, organist of St. .lames church, and 
John M. Williams, choirmaster of St. 
James Methodist church, have entered 
suits against Herbert J. Patton, organist 
of Emmanuel church, for wilful and 
malicious slander, each claiming the 
sum of $2,500. 

The CP. It. has sent a circular to every 
agent and operator on tho railroad line 
asking them to state their grievances 
This step arises out of the recent strike 
and with a view to remedy causes of 
complaint where such are shown to 
exist. 

Dr. L. L. Desaulniers, for twenty- 
eight years chairman of tho board of in- 
pectors of prisons and asylums, died 
here this morning at the ageof 7;!. De- 
ceived, who was a staunch Conservative, 
was first elected to the Canadian assem- 
bly in 1854. In 1867 he was returned to 
the House of Commons and sat until 
1SS7 for Saint Maurice. 

Manitoba (lour is in good demand in 
Australia. On Thursday afternoon the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Co. accepted 
a cable order for 500 tons, equal to 5,000 
barreis, for shipment from their Portage 
la Prairie mill to Vancouver, and thence 
to Sydney, N.S.W. 

The Dominion government, it is stated , 
will shortly commence an investigation 
into certain matters at the Montreal 
post office. There is no complaint against 
the superior officials, but certain minor 
officials are aimed at and in particular 
one official, against whom complaint is 
made, is charged with having interfered 
in politics during the last election, hav- 
ing prevented Liberal newspapers going 
through the mails.

Some lino specimens o! ore from the 
recent mining discoveries at Kamloops 
have been brought down by Mr. John 
Hepburn, who has spent the last month 
prospecting tho district. So great has 
been the excitement at Kamloops that 
the hotels are full to overflowing, and 
there is a genuine rush of prospectors to 
the mines. Already over a hundred 
claims have been recorded, Mr. Hep- 
burn says, and more or less work has 
been done on over half of those, all with 
good results. Several representatives of 
capital have already been attracted to 
the spot, and good oilers have been made 
for several properties. Claims, how- 
ever, are being held rather high for the 
amount of development done on them, 
but from tho size of the veins and the 
extent of the belt of ore many good mines 
will, it is anticipated, be in operation 
very shortly. The ore belt is live miles 
wide, and has been (raced for seven 
miles in length, tho ore being high in 
copper carrying gold. Tho belt runs 
east and west. 

A man named Guerin, on whose ranch 
the first discoveries were made, lias sold 
two fractions of claims for $13,600. The 
vein on this properly is ~t):. feet wiJe 
and ten tons of oro have been taken out 
at the surface running MO per cent, in 
copper and from $2 to .fS in gold. The 
C. P. R. track is only three miles away 
and as the country is low rolling hills a 
wagon can be driven to any claim in the 
district. Another claim, owned by a 
Mr. Buchanan and some Kamloops peo- 
ple, has a shaft sunk on it 40 fejt, the 
ore running from 25 to 40 per cent, in 
copper and $1 to .$8 in gold. The ore 
already taken out from the claim 
more than pays expenses. The coun- 
try rock is diorite and tho ledge 
is apparently 10 or 12 feet wide. 
Mr. Hepburn himself located a claim 
which has a ledge 12 or 15 feet wide, the 
specimens be brought with him to Vic- 
toria showing the ore to he gold and 
copper with some free eold. This is 
right at the surface, for it is only a week 
since the claim was located and there 
has not been thus yet to develop it. 
The vein is traceable for 1,000 feet. 

George McDonald at the west end of 
Mr. Hepburn's property has a claim 
with a 12-foot vein and carrying native 
copper and gold. 

Among those who are at present ex- 
amining the country are Mr. Clarke 
Wallace, who, Mr. Hepburn says, speaks 
higblv of tho properties he "has seen. 
Mr. Cobbledick, an English engineer 
representing old country capital; Mr. 
Newman of Toronto, author of a work on 
mining, and others are now visiting the 
district with a view to investment. 

The Tacoma smelter has just pur- 
chased 500 tons of iron ore from the 
Cherry creek iron mine, which is in the 
same belt as the copper claims.

TRADE WITH TRAIL. 

Coast Cities Must Bestir Themselves to 
Compete for Kootenay Business. 

Mr. Henry Crolt, who has just re- 
turned from a three weeks' trip to the 
Kootenay country, is strongly impressed 
with the fact that the Coast cities should 
make a great ellbrt to obtain a sha r e of 
the largo and rapidly growing trade of 
that rich mineral country. The tram- 
way between Trail and Ro'ssland is busy 
night and day transporting oie, taking 
180 tons in the twenty-four hours. More 
communication is needed in the district, 
however, as at present transportation 
cannot keep up with theamountof ore to 
be shipped. Besides many of the mines 
are stacking up their ore, preferring to 
wait fora little until rates shall have been 
lowered and admit of shipping to butter 
advantage. The Corbin road will be 
running in a coupleof weeks, and heavier 
rolling stock is being placod on the tram- 
way to afford greater accommodation. 
Business is brisk; tho population has 
grown to at lenst (i.OOO; building is go- 
ing on ."did a great deal of money is be- 
ing spent. 

Mr. Croft also made a trip to the Nel- 
son district and the rapid progress there 
was very marked, the mines being 
steadily developed and the owners mak- 
ing money in spite of the low prico of 
silver. 

Mr. Croft is of opinion that it is im- 
perative for the Coast people to obtain 
direct railway communication with the 
Trail Creek country if they want to get 
their share of the trade. Besides, a lino 
on the south shore of the Fraser would 
open up not only the Kootenay district 
with the coast but would run through a 
mineral country from the Hope moun- 
tains towards tho interior and be the 
means of developing mining districts to 
the west of Kootenay. The Kootenay 
people are going to trade where they can 
buy cheapest, and it is only by securing 
a rapid and cheap avenue of communi- 
cation that the Coast can benelit. .

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THE EDITOR'S FUNCTION. 

There has been an interesting and on 
edifying discussion ineome of the news 
papers of the United States as to what is 
the function of an editor. Is ho bound 
to present to his readers both sidesof all 
important questions? Is it his duty to 
tell his readers all that can be said and 
that is said against the views he holds'.' 
The New York Evening Post, perhaps 
the ablest newspaper in the United 
States, takes the leading part in this dis- 
cussion. " The Detroit. Free Press," it 
says, "quotes a saying of ours 
'that we print this paper for 
the purpose of disseminating our 
own views, and as a rule 
not of disseminating the views of per- 
sons differing from us,' and the say- 
ing of the Hartford Courant that it is 
' not printed for the purpose of diffusing 
Populistic literature.' This attitude the 
Springfield Republican holds is 'noth- 
ing less than a menace to free speech, 
free thought and true democracy,' which 
if true is very serious." The Post then 
proceeds to answer the objections and 
charges of its contemporaries, and in 
doing eo it gives its opinion of what ah 
editor ought not to do with regard to 
opinions and doctrines which he does 
not believe, and the tendency of which 
he regards as mischievous. It says : 

In the first place, it is the duty of 
every editor or publisher not to print 
what he conscientiously believes will do 
harm — that is, diffuse views which he 
thinks will injure individual character 
■or put the state in danger. The mere 
fact that they are views differing from 
his own, or that they are things which 
some persons would like to read, is 
nothing to the purpose. This would 
give immoral, blasphemous, absurd, or 
treasonable views a claim on his col- 
umns, or make it imperative on him 
to print the silly crime stories of a por- 
tion of the daily press. On the contrary, 
it is the business of an editor 
to keep a strict watch on his 
■ columns, and let nothing in which he 
thinks will work mischief, either social 
or political. This is his first and great 
duty. The duty of promoting '• free 
speech and free thought" is quite 
secondary to it. Free speech and free 
thought have on various occasions in the 
history of the world done great harm. 
Therefore, both speech and thought have 
to be more than " free " to entitle them 
to promotion or circulation at the hands 
of a decent citizen. They have to be 
rational, moral, and well expressed, and 
in his eyes more likely to promote the 
general good than the general injury. 
Any other view would compel him to 
share his editorial control with any 
blatherskite who turned up, while un- 
able to share his responsibility. 

The above paragraph is well worth 
reading a second and a third time. The 
reasonableness of the views it contains 
must recommend itself to every sensible 
and every conscientious man. News- 
paper correspondents who entertain 
very peculiar views as to what are the 
duties of an editor and what constitutes 
in an editorial sense fair play, particu- 
larly, should study carefully what an 
able and experienced editor says about 
what should not be published by the 
editor who desires to keep the jour- 
nal under his charge useful to 
the community and decent. Per- 
sons who have no experience of 
editorial work have no idea of 
what is expected of an editor by per- 
sons who think that they have a mission 
to mend the world and who have a very 
high idea of their own ability. Such 
persons, when an editor declines to pub- 
lish what they have written in oppo- 
sition to what has appeared in the paper 
with the editor's sanction, do not hesi- 
tate to accuse him of being narrow- 
minded, unfair and cowardly. If the 
editor says ever so blandly that he does 
not consider it his duty to aid in dis- 
seminating what he looks upon as mis- 
chievous errors or the outpouring of per- 
sonal vindictiveness and ill-temper, he 
gives his hearer mortal offence and in- 
curs his undying enmity. But this he 
must do if he wishes to give the com- 
munity a paper which sensible and peace 
loving men and women can read with- 
out feeling disgusted and annoyed. 

The refusal of the Post to publish arti- 
cles contributed by Popocratic politicians 
has raised the ire of editors and agita- 
tors of that party. The Post has with 
great ability combatted what it believes 
to bo the false doctrines of the advocates 
of silver. Some of these advocates, it 
seems, regard themselves aa ill-used 
because they havo not been permitted 
to reply to the trenchant articles in the 
columns of the paper in which they ap- 
peared. The editor of the Post givos his 
reasons why he rejected those contribu- 
tions. Here they are: 

To sum up, the reason why we are not 
willing freely to admit Bry unites to our 



columns is that we believe their plat- 
form to be from top to bottom irration- 
al, immoral and anarchistic. We be- 
lieve the triumph of the party would 
soon put, an end both to free speech and 
free thought, would put all property in 
danger, would make the United States, 
instead of a glory and a boast, one of the 
most conspicuous of human failures; 
would roll back the tide of civilization 
on this continent; would exalt ignor- 
ance and folly above experience and 
knowledge, and would put a premium 
on mendacity and imposture. This be- 
ing so, it will be easily seen why we do 
not disseminate the views of the party. 
In face, to call them " views " at all is a 
misnomer. They are the yawps of ig- 
norance and folly, and there is not, and 
ought not to be, a place for them in any 
newspaper printed for intelligent men 
and women. 

Most thinking men will, we believe, re- 
gard the above reasons as quite sutli- 
cient. There are very few, we hope, who 
would require an editor to publish in l is 
paper what he believes to be irrationa', 
immoral and anarchistic, and what, if 
carried into effect, would soon put an 
end to free speech and free thought, and 
would put all property in danger. The 
man who could do this must be wholly 
destituto of principle and cannot possess 
anything that is worth calling a con- 
science. And are editors the only men in 
thecommunity who as a matter of business 
must systematically discard principle 
and be at all times deaf to the voice of 
conscience? We are glad to know that 
there is a very large proportion of the 
public who havo no such expectation, 
but who, when they are convinced that 
an editor is guided by principle and con- 
science in the performance of his duties, 
prize him highly although they may not 
approve of everything he writes and 
does. Such an editor was Horace 
Greeley, 



CROMWELL AND SALISBURY. 

Lord Kosebery in his Edinburgh 
speech made an allusion to the policy 
adopted by Oliver Cromwell with respect 
to the persecuted Protestants of the 
Piedmont. Many people believe that 
the course adopted by Cromwell was 
" heroic." Lord Kosebery shows that 
it was not in any essential respect dif- 
ferent from that pursued by Lord Salis- 
bury with regard to the Armenians. 
The present Premier is trying to effect 
an amelioration of the condition of this 
unhappy people by peaceable means. 
So did Cromwell. The following is the 
passage of Lord Kosebery 'a speech in 
which he discussed this Dart of his sub- 
jectT" 

You say, with a sense of disappoint- 
ment, " After all this is only diplomacy; 
these are only diplomatic methods, soft 
methods, wheedling methods. Oh! for 
something manly and downright. Oh! 
for an hour of Cromwell and his action." 
(Cheers.) I knew the name of Cromwell 
would elicit a cheer. (Laughter.) lie 
has been frequently summoned from his 
grave to do duty at these recent, meet- 
ings, but T think with an imperfect 
knowledge of what Cromwell really did. 
Cromwell interfered, it is true, on be- 
half of people oppressed much as these 
Armenians are. He wrote, or rather he 
signed some letters on that subject, 
which were written by John Milton, and 
signed by Oliver Cromwell — an august 
conjunction, which in their agony and 
vehemence of pathos still thrill our hearts 
across the generations that separate 
ua. And, gentlemen, if this Eastern 
question has no other result than this to 
you, 1 ho.-je it will make you betake 
yourselves to those sublime dispatches. 
Von will i amply repaid by reading the 
letters which Milton himself wrote. 
There is nothing more eloquent or more 
noble, and they aie worthy of the signa- 
ture of Oliver* Cromwell. But how did 
Oliver Cromwell protect these people'' 
How did he save these people? Did be 
bombard anybody? Did he declare war 
against anybody? Did he take isolated 
action against anybody? He did noth- 
ing of these things. He took diplomatic 
action. He knew, as we know, that be 
could not with a tleet reach the scene of 
the outrages. He knew that there was 
another sovereign who could, and by 
diplomatic pressure he induced that 
sovereign to take uction, which in the end 
preserved the lives and the liberties of 
those unhappy people. 

The sovereign to whom Cromwell sent 
his letter of remonstrance was Immanu- 
el, Duke of Savoy. It was written in 
Latin, as all diplomatic correspondence 
was in those days, but Milton'd own 
translation of it has been preserved. The 
following is part of it, with the spelling 
and capitalization of the original : 

Most Serene Prince, Letters have 
been sent us from Geneva as also from 
the Dauphinate, and many other Places 
bordering upon your Territories, where- 
in we are given to understand, That 
such of your Royal Highness'a Subjects 
as profess the Beform'd Religion, are 
commanded by your Edict, and by your 
Authority, within three days after the 
Promulgation of your Edict, to depart 
their native Seats and Habitations, 
upon pain of capital Punishment, and 
Forfeiture of all their Fortunes, and 
Estates, unless they will give Security 
to relinquish their Religion within twenty 
days, and embrace the Roman Catholic 
Faith. And that when they Apply'd 
themselves to your Royal Highness in a 
most suppliant manner, imploring a 
Revocation of the said Edict, and that 
being receiv'd with public favor, they 
might be restor'd to the Liberty granted 
'em by your predecessors, a part of your 
Army" fell upon 'em, most cruelly slew 
several, put others in Chains, and com- 
pell'd the rest to fly into 'desert Places 
and to the Mountains cover 'd with Snow, 
wdiere some hundreds of Faculties are 
redue'd to such Distress, that 'tis greatly 
to be fear'd they will in a short time 
all miserably perish through Cold and 
Hunger. These things, when they were 
related to us, we could not chuse but be 
touch'd with extream Grief and Com- 
passion for the Sufferings and Calamities 
of this afllicted People. Now In regard 
wo must acknowledge our selves link'd 
together, not only by tho same type of 
Humanity, but by joynt Communion of 
the same Religion, wo thought it impos- 
sible for us to satisfy our duty to God, to 
brotherly Charity, or our Profession of 
the same Religion, if we should only he 



affected with a bare Sorrow for the 
Misery and Calamity of our Brethren, 
and not contribute all our Endeavours to 
relieve and succour 'em in their un- 
expected Adversity i\a much as in 
us lies. Therefore in a greater measure 
we most earnestly beseech and conjure 
your Royal Highness, that you would 
call back to your Thoughts tiieModeia- 
tion of yourm'ostserenePredecesEors,and 
the Liberty by them granted and con- 
firm'd from time to time to their Sub- 
jects the Vaudois Which it 

your Royal Highness shall he pleas'd to 
"see perform'd you will do a tiling most 
acceptable to God, revive and comfort 
the miserablein direCalamity, and most 
highly oblige all your Neighbours that 
profess the Reform'd Religion, but more 
especially our selves, wdio Bhall be hound 
to look upon your Clemency and Benig- 
nity towards "your Subjects as the fruit cf 
our earnest Solicitation. 

The Protector was not satisfied with 
sending the above remonstrance to the 
Duke of Savoy. He knew that the King 
of France could bring inlluenco to bear 
on the Italian prince which he could not 
well resist, and he consequently sent a 
special envoy to the court of "the Most 
Serene and Potent Prince Louis, King of 
France," giving the envoy a Bpecial in- 
troduction to Cardinal Mazarini.who was 
then the King's Prime Minister. The 
mission was successful. The King of 
France gave Cromwell the assurance 
that the Piedmontese Protestants would 
be no longer persecuted, and ho was 
gord as his word. 

The Protector also addressed what 
would now be called an identical note to 
the Prince of Transylvania, to Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden, to the United Pro 
vince, to "The Evangelick Cities" of 
Switzerland, and to the King of Den 
mark and Norway. This letter asket 
for the same interposition which he had 
already made for England, and indi- 
cated a common line of action if the 
Duke of Savoy proved contumacious 
As Lord Rosebery said, no force was 
used. The means resorted to were 
purely diplomatic. What would have 
happened if diplomacy had failed no one 
knows. Oliver Cromwell deserves all 
the credit that he has gained for inter 
posing so promptly and so energetically 
as he did on behalf of persecuted fellow 
Christians, but Lord Kosebery was 
right when he said that the means he 
used were in effect the same as Lord 
Salisbury is now using on behalf of the 
persecuted Armenians. 




THE TARTE BANQUET. 

The speeches made at the banquet 
given in Winnipeg to the Hon. Israel 
Tarte, Minister of Public Works, were of 
a peculiar character. It might be sup- 
posed that at a banquet given in honor 
of a member of the Government in the 
capital of Manitoba Borne attention would 
be given to the question that has occu- 
pied the attention of not only the Mani- 
tobans but the people of the whole Do- 
minion. It must be remembered that 
the banquet was a political banquet, at- 
tended chiefly, if not altogether, by pol- 
iticians. Yet at this festive gathering of 
Manitoba Liberal politicians the subject 
of the school question seems to 
have been studiously avoided by 
all the speakers except Mr 
Tarte. He alluded to the question 
in a rather effusive way. What he 
said may be properly designated by the 
term "gush." The generalities to 
which he gave utterance can hardly be 
called glittering, and it does not require 
much discernment to see that they 
meant very little indeed. But such as 
they were they elicited no response from 
the other speakers, whose speeches as 
they are reported are very tame indeed 
The talk of the Liberals at that banquet 
was not the talk of men who had just 
settled a very difficult and a very trouble- 
some question. So far from being jubi- 
lant it was hardly cheerful in ita tone, 
Mr. Sifton make a speech, but he did 
not throw any light even indirectly on 
the progress that had been made towards 
the settlement of the school question. 

The absence of the leader of the Gov- 
ernment, Hon. Mr. Greenway, was very 
significant. To judge by the indications 
observable at tho Tarte dinner we should 
say that the Premier's sunny ways have 
not been very successful in conciliating 
either the people of Manitoba or the 
people of Quebec. They are to all ap- 
pearance as wide apart as ever tbe> 
were. The failure of Mr. Laurier to per- 
form his election promises has appar- 
ently created difficulties which the ne- 
gotiators have found it impossible fo 
overcome.

Considerable disappointment has been 
experienced during the past season, con- 
sequent upon the sprays used proving of 
inferior quality and therefore insufficient 
to the purposes of their use, this being 
particularly the case with regard to 
hellebore. The government will be 
asked to adopt regulations guaranteeing 
the standard quality of such drugs.

British Ship "Columbia" Lost on 
Point Blanco While En Route 
From Swansea. 



Sweeping" Reduction in Freight 
Kates— The " Maude " Returns 
From the Coast. 



The British ship Columbia, 1094 tons, 
laden with general cargo, en route 
from Swansea for Portland, has 
been reported a total loss, to- 
gether with her cargo, on Point 
Blanco. There are several Cape Blancos 
on the Columbia's route and it is uncer- 
tain which of them is meant. Ore 
of them is located on the coast tf 
Peru. There is another on the coast 
of Costa. Bica ; a third Cape Blanco is 
on the east coast of Patagonia, while 
still another Cape Blanco de Santa 
Maria is on the coast of Lower Cali- 
fornia.

Cyclonic Visitor— Wide-Sweep- 
ing 1 Disaster. 



Douses Blown Away— Trees Tern Up 
ljy the Eoots— Rain and 
Snow. 



New Okleass, Oct. 30.— The cyclone 
Which struck this city on Thursday 
swept over a distance of about a mile 
and a half, or thirty blocks from Penis' 
lou street to Robin street, the track of 
the storm being about 100 feet wide from 
the river to Penislon street. The first 
building damaged waa the Independence 

011 Company's mill, situated at the head 
of Penislon street. It was unroofed and 
the building and contents damaged to 
the amount of $0,000. The conveyors 
■of the new elevator of the Illinois 
Central railroad were slightly dam 
aged, and John YVhiteuieyer and 
John J. Buck, employed at the elevator, 
were lifted from the ground and dashed 
against the building and vhe latter was 
severely hurt. Hundreds of building: 
in the track of the storm were damaged 
many being partially unroofed and the 
chimneys prostrated ; trees were uproot- 
ed and fences blown down. The storm- 
swept section of the city is in darkness 
to-nieht owing to the prostration of the 
electric light wires and details of the 
damage are difficult to obtain. At first 
a number of lives were reported lost, 
but so far these reports have not been 
verified. 

The property loss is estimated at $ 100,- 
O00. The Skyiot cotton sheds, situated 
on Robin street near the river front, 
used by the Texas it Pacific railroad for 
cotton storage, were damaged to the ex- 
tent of $10,000. A number of the sheds 
were completely destroyed. George 
Bealer, a switch tender, was seriously 
injured, an arm and hip being broken, 
and John Hennessey, a laborer, wad also 
injured at the sheds; all the other labor- 
ers, about 10 in number, having just quit 
work, fortunately got out of the eheds 
before they collapsed. 

Newellton, La., Oct. 30. — Tensas par- 
ish has again been visited by a most 
destructive cyclone. The atmosphere 
has been heavy and sultry all day, the 
clouds growing blacker and blacker. At 

12 o'clock a terrible wind and rain 
storm reached Lake St. Joseph. Tele- 
graph wires were torn down and a most 
unsatisfactory report reached here from 
the lower part of the parish, where the 
tornado originated. Information that 
the immense brick gin on the Mound 
plantation, belonging to Joe Currin, 
was partially destroyed, has reached 
here. The course of the storm was from 
southwest to northeast, striking Bruan 
lake at Locustland, tearing down and 
destroying the public bridge over Choc- 
law bayou. Twelve cabins at Locust- 
land were completely demolished and 
one colored woman was instantly killed, 
and two negro women and a baby were 
blown into the lake and were drowned. 

The next place reached by the unwel- 
come visitor was Johnson's Bend at 
Lake St. Joseph. The Associated Press 
correspondent visited this place at -1 
o'clock and viewed a scene of disaster. 
Johnson's Bend is leased by Mr. A. 
Bland. The gin house contained a great 
quantity of hay and was totally wrecked. 
Three barns containing corn were de- 
stroyed and a great quantity of the corn 
was blown away. Six cabins were in 
the path of the storm and were blown 
entirely to pieces, many timbers being 
blown into Lake St. Joseph. Two col- 
ored men were killed by lightning. Sev- 
eral persons were badly cut and bruised. 
Mr. Bland had a number of hogs killed 
by falling trees and timbers. The ten- 
ants living in the houses had theircloth- 
ing and household effects blown away. 
Telegraph and telephone wires are down 
and the public road on the Lake St. Jo- 
seph front is covered with fragments of 
houses, furniture, clothing, cotton, corn 
and household eli'ects. 

Omaha, Oct. 90.— Western Nebraska 
is covered with ten inches of snow. In 
some sections of this state a high wind 
accompanied the snow, assuming the 
proportions of a blizzard. Trains are de- 
layed and on several branches have been 
stuck in snow drifts. 

Oxford, Mass., Oct. .'!0. — A terrific 
cyclone passed through the eastern part 
of Lafayette county Thursday, demol- 
ishing farm houses and uprooting trees 
of all sizes. The news has just reached 
here, being reported by Hon.. \V. V. 
.Sullivan, Democratic candidate for con- 
gress, and T. J. Harkus. Mr. SulUvan 
had been speaking at Tula and waa re- 
turning to Oxford expecting to speak at 
Abbeyville. He and Mr. Harkus were 
caught in the storm's path. They were 
driving a double team. The wind lifted 
the buggy, horses and all and carried 
them 'JU0 yards. The bugtry was com- 
pletely demolished by falling timbers, 
but neither men nor horses were serious- 
ly hurt. 

The storm passed through the out- 
skirts of the town of Delay and demol- 
ished several houses. The "house of Mil- 
ton Krudge was blown away, but his 
wife and seven children who were in the 
house miraculously escaped with slight 
bruises. The extent of the damage can- 
not be given and the casualties have not 
as yet been reported. Not a tree is left 
standing it the cyclone's path. 

Guthrie, O.T., Oct. 30. — A cyclone 
swept over a stretch of country about 
twenty miles east of hereon Wednesday 
evening, devastating a district several 
miles long and probably a hundred yards 
wide. The farm bouse of William Toby 
was first in the path of the storm. The 
building was destroyed and Toby was 
probably fatally injured. The other 
members of the family escaped. 

Half a mile further north the Mitchell 
post office and store was lifted bodily 
into the air, carried one hundred yards 
and dashed to the earth . The building 
was smashed into splinters, and Post- 
master II. T. Mullin and his wife, who 
lived in the building, were killed. Their 
bodies were found this morning. They 
died clasped in each other's arms. Two 
sticks were driven through Mr. Mullin'a 
skull, but there was not a scratch on the 
body of his wife. The Mullins came 
here from Rock Island. Ill, The farm 
house of Abnor Jones was also wrecked, 
and many smaller buildings were de- 
stroyed, trees uprooted and crops ruined.

Biron de Coutert'n Believes the Olympic 
Games Will Do Much Good.

May I be 
permitted to say that this was my rea 
ion for founding them? Modern athlet- 
ics need to be unified and purified.

Every coun- 
try has its own rules; it is not pos- 
sib'e even to come to an agree- 
ment as to who is an amateur, and 
who is not. All over the world there is 
one perpetual dispute, which is further 
fed by innumerable weekly, and even 
daily newspapers. In this deplorable 
state of things professionalism tends to 
grow apace. Men give up their whole 
existence to one particular sport, grow 
rich by practising it, and thus deprive it 
of all nobility, and destroy the just 
equilibrium of man by making the mus- 
cles preponderate over the mind. It is 
my belief that no education, particularly 
in democratic times, can uc good and 
complete without the aid of athletics, 
but athletics, in order to play their pro- 
per educational role, must be based on 
perfect disinterestedness and the senti- 
ment of honor. 

Ifweareto guard* them against these 
threatening evils, we must put an end to 
the quarrels of amateurs, that they may 
be united among themselves, and willing 
to measure their skill in frequent inter- 
national encounters. But what country 
is to impose its rules and its habits on 
the others? The Swedes will not yield 
to the Germans, nor the French to the 
English. Nothing better than the inter- 
national Olympic games could therefore 
be devised. Each count! y will take its 
turn in organizing them. When they 
come to meet every four years in these 
contests, further ennobled by the 
memories of the past, athletes all over 
the world will learn to know one 
another better, to make mutual conzy - 
sions, and to seek no otherrow.tr ILi: 'i 3 
competition than the hon >r )l . h~» vic- 
tory. One may be filled wi ",'i t lie desire 
to see the colors of one's club or college 
triumph in a national meeting; but 
how much stronger is the feeling when 
the colors of one's country are at stake! 
I am well assured that the victors in the 
Stadion at Athens wished for no other 
recompense when they heard the people 
cheer the flag of their country in honor 
of their achievement. 

It was with these thoughts in mind 
that I sought to revive the Olympic 
games. I have succeeded after many 
efforts. Should the institution prosper 
— 1'8 1 am persuaded, all civilized nations 
aiding, that it will — it may be a potent, 
if indirect, factor in securing universal 
peace. Wars break out because nations 
misunderstand each other. AVe shall 
not have peace until the pre- 
judices which now separate the dif- 
ferent races shall have been outlived. 
To attain this end, what better means 
Jhan to bring the youth of all countries 
periodically together for amicable trials 
of muscular strength and agility? The 
Olympic games, with the ancients con- 
trolled athletics and promoted peace. It 
is not visionary to look to them for 
similar benefactions in the future. —

The "Spectator" Discusses the Kise 
in Wheat— Movement in 
Gold. 



Famine in India Imminent— West 
of Ireland Face to Face With 
Starvation. 

London, Oct. ill.— Wheat and the cur 
reney question are still attracting great 
attention here, and the Spectator this 
week publishes an interesting articlo on 
the rise of wheat audits bearing upon 
protection and bimetallism, in thecourec 
of which it says : " The rise in the price 
of bread is likely soon to lead to unrest 
in the labor market. The present activity 
in trade gives labor organizations a favor- 
able opportunity for pressing their de- 
mands for higher wages, but it retrains 
to be seen how far t lie recent improve 
ment in trade can be maintained, if a 
material rise in wages is insisted on 
There are endless possibilities of friction 
if the price of bread becomes a serious 
question. We can only hope that the 
politicians who are coquetting with the 
various forms of protection will learn to 
digest the lessons that will be expounded 
by events if the price of bread is materi- 
ally atlected during the coining winter 

" How should we fare now if the es- 
tablishment of an imperial zollverein 
forced us to look to home production 
and the Canadian surplus to fill our 
own mouths and the needs of India? 
From a financial point of view, the rise 
in cereals shows a strong case for further 
large movements of gold to the United 
States, while, regarding politics, what- 
ever the result, shipments oi gold from 
here are still probable, in one 
case because the panic and scram 
ble for gold will make American: 
sell goods faster and pay a premium for 
the metal ; and in the other, because a re- 
vival of industrial activity, and a return 
of confidence will also attract British 
bullion, Lastly, the rise in wheat and 
the comparative weakness of silver have 
an instructive bearing upon economic 
theory, and not only Bryan but the Eng- 
lish bi-metallists are also deprived of 
one of their most effective arguments. 

" Indian advices show now that 
whether rain falls or not there must be 
keen distress in the North west provinces 
and in Oude, and the Indian govern- 
ment must be prepared to succor the 
population by at least forty millions of 
relief operations conducted according to 
the so-called famine code of which every 
official has a copy. Orders have already 
been given to these officials to prepare 
for an immediate enforcement of famine 
measures. The code provides for ad- 
vances to landholders in order to enable 
them to carry out works for the benefit 
of their tenants. The government only 
furnishes food supplies in exceptional 
cases, but it gives money through relief 
work, trusting to trade to bring food to 
meet the demand where there is money 
to pay for it. 

'• It the government, however, controls 
the rate for freight, and the grain rates 
have already b»en reduced, when neces- 
sary, the whole carrying power of the 
railways; will be devoted to forwarding 
food. One great obstacle in the work of 
relief is the fact that religious differences 
of a serious nature exist among the pop- 
ulation. Many of them prefer to starve 
rather than work beside different castes. 
Relief kitchens and rest houses by 
'he roadside will eventually be estab- 
liihed. 

" While famine is threatened in India 
through the drought, the West of Ire- 
land is declared to be face to face with 
famine owing to the heavy reigns, which 
have caused a failure" of the crops, 
especially in the case of potatoes. 
Throughout September and during the 
beginning of October there was an al- 
most incessant rainpour. There have 
been great floods in the northwest of 
Ireland. The hay crops are tloating 
in the fields, causing the gloomiest out- 
look for the poor peasants depending on 
potatoes. Many of them must feel the 
pangs of famine before Christmas, the 
situation being already compared to that 
of 1S79, when a disastrous harvest letl to 
a revival of the political disorders in 
Ireland. 

" However, the chief secretary for 
Ireland, Mr. Gerald Balfour, during his 
recent tour of the affected districts,

Col. Baker on His Return Journey— Anthra- 
cite Coal Find— Seizure of American 
Nets— Drowned. 

Toronto, Oct. 31. — (Special)— It was 
rumored here yesterday that an English 
syndicate has obtained an option on the 
Le Roi mine. The price paid could not 
be ascertained. 

Col. Baker, minister of mines of Brit- 
ish Columbia, left here for homo last 
night. He was accompanied by Thomas 
Frazer, who represents a number of 
English financial papers. 

Hon. John Dryden, minister of agri- 
culture, is ill with what appears to bo la 
grippe. His illness is not thought to be 
serious. 

All the papers give a great deal of 
space to an alleged find of anthracite 
coal ;in the Sudbury district, 17 miles 
west of the town and 24 miles from the 
shores of the Georgian bay. 

The government cruiser Petrel arrived 
at Port Stanley last evening, having on 
board a number of sturgeon nets and 
herring nets seized from American boats 
for fishing in Canadian waters. 

A lire which broke out at midnight 
last night at Clinton destroyed B. Mc- 
Lennan's bakery and the dwellings of 
Mrs. Osborne, Walter Coates, Mrs. 
Whitehead, Mr. Barge and Mr. Rent- 
gen. The total loss is heavy ; insurance 
$2,700. 

On Thursday evening Courtland Olds 
drove to Port Dover to meet his sister, 
who arrived on the evening train. The 
ferry boat Chenango being in port, Olds 
proposed they should visit her. They 
did so. As they were leaving the boat, 
dazzled by the electric light, they both 
missed their footing and fell into the 
water. Olds sank and wan drowned, but 
his sister was rescued. 



POLITICAL PROCESSIONS. 

Stirring Demonstrations in New York and 
Other Important Centres of the 
United States. 

New Youk, Oct. 31. — Flag day was 
observed generally throughout the Uni- 
ted States to-day. Reports from every 
state says that the day was ob- 
served by Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike aud that never before have so 
many flags been thrown to the breeze. 
Tho parade of the sound money men 
started promptly at 10 o'clock. It was 
the largest parade ever seen in the city. 
Kvery transportation system leading 
into the city by land or water was taxed 
to its utmost capacity to bring in the 
thousands of people who came either to 
march or gee the procession. 

Buffalo, Oct. ill. — The largest par- 
ade this city has ever Eeen, by far the 
largest that has ever transpired in any 
city outside of New York, was mar- 
shalled this afternoon. It is estimated 
approximately that there were 30,000 in 
line. All morning the incoming trains 
have been laying down aarload after car- 
load of countrymen, eager to witness the 
mammoth parade in lavor ol Bound 
money. 

St. Joseph, Oct. 31. — One of the 
special trains travelling through the 
West distributing gold standard litera- 
ture was captured by the silverites hero 
to-day. When the train stopped fully 
live thousand silver men surrounded it 
and but little opportunity was given the 
speakers on the train "to address the 
crowd or to distribute literature. 

Chicago, Ills., Oct. 31. — The cam- 
paign in the Middle Western States for 
the most part came to an end to-nicht. 
Both chairman issued to-day their last 
appeals to the people and say that they 
have the victory already won and all 
that remains to clinch the matter is the 
counting of the votes. 

San Francisco, Oct. 31. — To-day's 
sound money demonstration was in 
every way a great success. 



CUBAN PRISON KRS. 

To Be Sent to Their Destination as Third 
Class Passengers— Insurgent 
Camp Captured. 

Havana, Oct. 31. — In view of the at- 
tacks of the Madrid press saying that 
political prisoners from Cuba who are 
sent to Spain and Africa are treated as 
first class wounded, the government has 
ordered these prisoners in future to be 
sent to their destinations as third class 
passengers. 

Col. Francis, of tho Valladolid battal- 
ion, has captured the camp of the insur- 
gent leader Clorente at Cueva Sabalo, in 
the province of Pinar del Rio. Tho ene- 
my left thirty-two killed and a quantity 
of ammunition in the camp, and the 
troops lost five men killed and two men 
wounded. General Mhose in reconnoi- 
treing has destroyed one hundred coun- 
try houses. 

THE " WAR EAGLE." 

Disappointment Over the Rumored Failure 
of the Negotiations. 

Rossland, Oct. 25.— The War Eagle 
deal, it is rumored, is off, much to the 
disappointment of the whole camp. It 
is said tho trouble is not of a monetary 
character, but owing to some uncertain- 
ty with reference to the title. The deeds 
were sent to England by Mr. Cor- 
bin three weeks ago and it was 
thought the first instalment would have 
been paid last week. The English peo- 
ple wish to be certain and therefore the 
delay, and possibly the endol the trans- 
action. The same syndicate, it was re- 
ported, had purchased the "O.K. "mine 
and were to have paid tho first instal- 
ment November 2, should their expert 
report favorably. The expert has not 
even visited the mine up to date and tho 
owners have heard nothing further from 
the Englishmen.
